Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report 
for  1954. 

The  year  can  be  reyarded  as  a satisfactory  one 
in  the  Public  health  sense.  The  number  of  infectious 
diseases  was  low  and  the  number  of  new  houses  completed 
was  high . There  was  too,  a beginning  in  the  immense 
task  of  clearing  the  large  number  of  unfit  houses 
in  the  town,  a task  which  will  involve  many  years  work 
and  which,  if  well  done,  may  secure  the  prosperity  of  the 
town  for  very  many  years. 

It  is  probable  that  the  increased  production  of 
dwelling  houses  has  a direct  bearing  on  the  rise  in  the 
birth  rate,  which  in  its  turn  is  accepted  as  an  indication 
of  increasing  prosperity. 

Protection  against  diphtheria  and  smallpox  is  falling 
off,  almost  to  danger  level  but  parents  are  taking  an 
increased  interest  in  whooping  cough  immunization;  the 
use  of  the  combined  vaccine  allows  protection  against 
diphtheria  to  be  given  at  the  same  time  and  this  may 
improve  the  rate  of  diphtheria  immunization  in  future 
years . 

Since  Prospect  Street  slaughter  house  was  taken  over 
by  tr e Council  it  has  been  possible  to  obtain  a considerably 
better  standard  of  hygiene  there. 

Milk  supplies  are  improving  in  safety,  one  firm  has 
changed  from  raw  mill  to  s pasteurized  supply,  but  some 
anxiety  ill  remain  all  the  time  snj  raw  milk  is  distributed, 
/..ore  especially  as  a considerable  proportion  of  local 
...eras  are  known  to  be  infected  with  brucellosis,  a disease 
which  can  be  transmitted  to  man  via  the  milk. 

In  conclusion,  Sirs , I must  thank  the  other  Officers 
of  the  Council  for  the  valuable  help  which  they  have 
riven  me  in  my  work  and  on  which  I know  I can  rely.

The  better  food  traders  and  manufacturers  have  made 
some  progress  during  the  year  but  one  still  sees  meat  on 
butcher’s  slabs,  exposed  to  the  sun’s  rays,  customer’s 
sneezes  and  dust. 

It  has  to  be  realised  too,  that  the  standard  set  by 
the  Trade  leads  the  wa^  for  improved  standards  in  the  home. 

I should  like  to  see  a big  increase  in  the  use  of 
refrigeration  in  shops,  especially  the  us.e  of  quick-frozen 
foods  which  are  superior  in  quality  and  little  if  at  all 
dearer  than  fresh  food  ’hen  allowance  has  been  made  for 
preparation,  whilst  the  container  is  readily  disposable 
by  burning,  thus  removing  a burden  from  the  authority ;s 
sanitary  staff  in  disposing  of  tins. 
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T u toe  reu  1 osis 

No  deaths  have  resulted  from  this  disease  during 
t;  e year,  and  with  improvement  in  housing,  wording  and 
financial  soundness  in  the  district,  there  is  reason  to 
feel  well  satisfied  with  our  progress. 

In  1955,  prior  to  preparation  of  this  report, 
your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  engaged  in  a survey  of 
tuberculosis  primary  infection  in  two  schools  in  an 
adjoining  district,  following  which,  E.C!  •£•  Vaccination 
was  offered  to  the  susceptable  children  found.  An 
Interesting  Indication  of  public  opinion  is  that  almost 
all  those  offered  vaccination  accepted  it.

heat  Inspection 

The  abandonment  of  central  control  of  meat  distribution 
was  reflected  at  once  in  a flush  of  high  quality  meat 
with  an  abrupt  drop  In  the  rate  of  condemnation  both  of 
organs  and  .'hole  animals , 

The  Council  has  taken  a lease  upon  the  slaughterhouse 
in  Prospect  Street  and,  whilst  recognising  that  it  is  not 
by  any  means  ideal,  has  operated  it  to  the  reasonable 
satisfaction  of  those  concerned.  No  other  slaughterhouses 
have  been  licensed  in  the  Urban  District. 

All  those  concerned  with  the  meat  trade  feel  some 
anxiety  as  to  future  policy  with  regard  to  animal  slaughter, 
for  no  small  authority  can  hope  to  provide  really  ood 
facilities  for  Its  traders  without  some  assurance  that  the 
investment  will  not  bo  lost  within  a few  years. 

The  cost  of  animal  slaughter  has  come  as  a shock 
to  the  butchers,  This  may  be  partly  to  the  obscurity  of 
such  items  in  their  pre-war  accounts  contrasting  starkly 
with  their  monthly  account  from  the  Council,  but  It  must 
be  realized  that  facilities  cost  a considerable  sum  which 
can  only  fairly  be  distributed  as  part  of  the  price  of  the 
weekly  joint.

get  major  improvements  in  food  premises.  Nevertheless  the 
combined  efforts  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Trade 
Journals  are  producing  a gradual  swing  to  more  up  to  date 
and  hygienic  sales  techniques. 

The  open  market  has  been  criticised  on  grounds  of 
hygiene  and  rightly  so  but,  in  an  agricultural  market  town 
there  are  inevitably  gluts  which  must  be  cleared  quickly 
and,  until  bulk  storage  methods  are  evolved,  the  congreg- 
ation of  buyers  brought  together  on  market  day  provide  the 
only  economic  way  of  disposing  of  the  crops . We  may  have  to 
pay  a little  more  for  our  health  and  cleansing  services 
but  we  save  on  our  fruit  and  vegetables,  the  town  benefits 
as  does  the  surrounding  countryside.  The  handling  of  veg- 
etables between  grower  and  retailer  causes  so  much  damage 
and  contamination  in  any  case  that  I am  not  convinced  that 
there  is  any  case  for  abandoning  the  traditional  market. 

I would  prefer  tha t buyers  should  be  careful  in  their 
purchasing  and  preparation  of  food. 
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Quick  frozen  foods  have  no"  come  to  be  accepted  in 
Eorncastie  and  the  circle  of  consumers  is  widening  to 
the  point  where  more  retailers  might  be  prepared  to 
distribute  them.  It  is  probable  that  with  the  ultimate 
intention  of  the  Government  to  centralize  '.animal  slaughter 
to  a greater  degree  than  at  present,  quick  frozen  meat  in 
suitable  joints  will  be  marketed  and  the  butcher’s  shop 
may  become  a department  of  the  general  food  shop. 

As  previously  mentioned  I have  more  anxiety  over  milk 
than  most  other  food  stuffs  since  It  is  delivered  to  the 
door  and  is  consumed  without  further  cooking.  Some  milk 
is  still  sold  raw  and  at  the  time  of  writing,  an  outbreak 
of  food  poisoning  due  to  raw  T.T,  milk  has  proved  trat 
only  pasteurized  or  sterilised  milk  is  wholly  safe. 

Even  in  the  case  of  pasteurized  milk  difficulties 
have  arisen  through  the  multiple  journeys  the  milk  takes 
between  co  and  cup.  Pasteurized  milk  is  undeniably 
safe  as  it  leaves  the  pasteurizer  but  unless  bottled  in 
clean  containers  and  promptly  delivered  to  the  consumer 
it  can  go  bad  in  a manner  more  offensive  than  raw  milk. 

It  must  also  be  ran  ember ed  that  pasteurizing  stale  milk 
aoes  not  make  it  new  so  that  if  milk  is  to  be  treated 
centrally  the  most  efficient  methods  of  collection  must  be 
employed. 

A magnificent  refrigerated  wagon  has  been  seen  in  the 
service  of  one  wholesale  dairy  and  this  sets  tie  pace  to  be 
expected  of  other  firms.
